of  the  Company,  including  the  present  authorized  stock, 
shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars."

An  Act  to  incorporate  Investors  Trust  Company. 

[Assented  to  6th  December,  1957.] 

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the 
petition:  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  Hugh  Windsor  Cooper,   general  counsel,   Gardner  Incoroora- 
Enghsh,  mortgage  executive,  Edwin  George  Oscar  Howard, 
secretary,   Murray   Ryerson   Howes,    chief  accountant, 
Andrew  Sander  Jackson,  comptroller,  Philip  Edwin  Newman, 
investment  analyst,  Theodore  Oscar  Peterson,  financier, 

and  John  Michael  O'Donnell  Walsh,  assistant  secretary, 
all  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  in  the  province  of  Manitoba, 
together  with  such  persons  as  become  shareholders  in  the 
company,  are  incorporated  under  the  name  of  Investors  corporate 
Trust  Company,  hereinafter  called  ^'the  Company^ \  name. 

2.  The  persons  named  in  section  1  shall  be  the  pro-  Provisional 
visional  directors  of  the  Company.  directors 

3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  three  Capital 
million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each. 

4.  The  head  office  of  the  Company  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Head 
Winnipeg,  in  the  province  of  Manitoba. 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Trust  Com-  r.s.,  c.  272. 
panies  Act  in  that  respect,  the  Company  shall  not  commence 
business  by  exercising  any  of  the  powers  set  forth  in  section 

63  of  the  Trust  Companies  Act  until  at  least  one  million 
dollars  of  its  capital  stock  has  been  bona  fide  subscribed  and 
at  least  that  amount  paid  thereon. 
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O.  Subject  to  section  5  of  this  Act,  the  Company  shall 
have  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  conferred 
by,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  limitations,  liabilities  and 
provisions  of  the  Trust  Companies  Act.
